The Bible describes in clear lan- | 


guage the translation of the 
church, both the living and the 
dead, from earth to Heaven, as 
one of the events connected with 
the second coming of Christ and 
the end of the age. The dead shall 
be raised, the living believers 
changed, and in bodies immortal 
they “shall be caught up together 
.. . to meet the Lord in the air” 
(1 Thess. 4:17). This translation 
is known as the rapture of the 
church. The Scriptures describing 
it will be quoted later in this 
message. 


Scripture also declares that this 
age will end with a_= short 
period of world judgment when 
the wrath of God will be poured 
out upon the closing generation 
of this age. Every Scripture that 
describes the Great Tribulation 
declares or implies that its anguish 
and suffering, its awful destruc- 
tion, will be unparalleled in all the 
previous centuries of human ex- 
istence. The Great Tribulation will 
be followed immediately by the 
visible coming of Christ to the 
earth. 

The question before us is, When 
does the translation of the church 
take place? Is it before or at the 
end of the Great Tribulation? Will 
the church be removed from earth 
to Heaven before the tribulation 


judgments fall, or do the millions 
of believers constituting’ the 
church pass through that awful 
cataclysm, and at the end of the 
tribulation ascend to Heaven and 
descend again to earth with Christ 
all at one time?

to say that

I have a long text tonight; in fact, three texts. The text 


is the best part of the sermon. 


If a sermon is better than the 


text, it is a poor sermon. A good sermon is simply an exposi- 
tion of the text. You will find the first text in Proverbs 
29:25: “The fear of man bringeth a snare.” 


Whatever your views about the 
inspiration of the Bible may be, 
you know that this verse is true 
enough, anyhow. How many times 
we have seen that..statement of 
God's Word fulfilled. How many 
a man and woman in London to- 
night has been snared by the fear 
of man, and ruined for time and 
eternity. 

For example: How many a 
young man has come up to Lon- 
don a pure, innocent, upright, 
temperate young fellow, and in- 
tended to lead:a sober, honest, in- 
dustrious life in this great city. 
He knew something about the 
perils of drink, and was _ wise 
enough not to touch it; and he 
comes to London intending to be 
what every man and woman ought 
to be—a total abstainer. 

One night this young man goes 
out to dinner, and the gentleman 


at the head of the table urges him 
to take a glass of wine. But this 
young man refuses; he says, “I 
never drink.” The gentleman 
laughs at him; the other people 
at the table chaff him; some say 
that he is insulting the host or 
hostess by not drinking to their 
health, and the fear of man brings 
him into the snare. 


He takes his first glass of wine, 
and that leads on to another and 
another and another. Tonight he 
is a drunkard on the streets of 
London because of the fear of 
man, with reputation gone, man- 
hood gone, brain power gone, busi- 
ness capacity gone—everything 
gone. The fear of man has proved 
his temporal and eternal ruin. 

How many a young fellow 
comes up to this great city of 


London an honest young man who

Protestant St. Christopher. 
Medals 


Hundreds of thousands of Rom- 
an Catholics faithfully wear their 
St. Christopher medals and earn- 
estly say prayers to St. Christo- 
pher, begging his watch-care and 
protection. Such a practice jumps 
from the foolish to the ridiculous 
when it is learned that Christo- 
pher is only a myth, @ man who 
never lived! One might just as 
well say prayers to Goldilocks or 
Little Red Ridinghood as to say 
prayers to St. Christopher! 

So that every reader may judge 
for himself whether the story is 
fact or fiction, let me briefly sum 
up the story: The name Christo- 
pher comes from the Greek Chris- 
tophoros and means “Christ- 
bearer.’ He was supposed to have 
been twelve feet tall and a man 
of prodigious strength. Because of 
his pride regarding his strength, 
he determined. to serve only 
earth’s mightiest. First he served 
a mighty king, but observing how 
his master feared the Devil, he 
became the  Devil’s _ servant. 
Eventually he saw the Devil trem- 
ble before an image of Christ so 
he changed masters, _ serving 
Christ by carrying Christian pil- 
grims across a river. One day 
Christ Himself appeared in the 
form of a child and Christopher 
carried Him across. However, the 
ehild grew heavier and heavier 
until-it was all that Christopher 
could do to reach the other side. 
Then the child supposedly said, 
“Marvel not, Christopher, for with 
Me thou hast borne the sins of 
all the world.” 


Strange as it may seem, I re- 
cently discovered that we now ap- 
parently have a Protestant coun- 
terpart to the St. Christopher fa- 
ble which is every bit as mythical 
and fanciful. A few months ago, as 
a result of long-standing curiosi- 
ty, I replied to a Detroit Free 
Press advertisement which read: 
“HOLY GHOST. Deep spiritual 
experiences from God commence 
with the baptism of the HOLY 
GHOST. Don’t miss it. New quick 
way to receive HOLY GHOST. 
Write Rainbow Church, Los An- 
geles, California.” 

In response to my request for 
information about this “new quick 
way to receive Holy Ghost,” I re- 
ceived a packet of literature from 
evangelists Eldridge and Ruth 
Plunkett. I was warned, “Don’t 
lay these papers aside unread lest 
God lay your prayer requests aside 
unanswered.” 

Included was a “Praise Sheet 
to Use While Seeking the Baptism 
of the Holy Ghost.” The opening 
sentence on that sheet, although 
there is not one incident in the 
Bible or one statement of Scrip- 
ture to bear it out, said: “The 
baptism of the Holy Ghost is 
usually received while praising 
the Lord over and over.” I was 
told that I “should speak about 
two or three times faster than 
you ordinarily talk.” Then six- 
teen “praises” were listed to re- 
peat over and over very rapidly, 
such as “Praise Jesus,” “Glory,” 
“Thank you, Jesus,” “Glory hat- 
lelujah, praise Jesus,” and “Praise 
be to Jesus.” 

I was cautioned that “some 
Christians will find that after they 
have continued to repeat these 
words of praise rather rapidly, 
they will commence to stammer, 
but. they should continue on, as 
this usually takes place just be- 
fore the Holy Ghost starts to 
speak through them in unknown 
tongues.” In other words, the 
more mixed up and twisted one 
can get, the greater the possibili- 
ty of talking in the unknown 
tongue! 

In addition to getting this first 
packet of literature, my name on 
the mailing list entitled me to re- 
ceive monthly “Written Rainbow 
Revival Church Services,” con- 
sisting primarily of a brief letter 
and “Paragraph Sermons” from 
the evangelists. It was in “Para- 
graph Sermons No. 141” that I 
discovered the amazing “truth” 
about what seems to be a Protes-

tant version of the St. Christo- 
pher’s medal. 


It seems that the Plunkets feel 
Protestants should get a prayer 
handkerchief direct from them in 
order to be protected. I quote 
from Paragraph Sermon No. 141: 
“Why shouldn't a prayer handker- 
chief in the drawer of a desk or 
in an office be beneficial for busi- 
ness prosperity? Why not try God 
for other things as well as sal- 
vation by using prayer handker- 
chiefs for varwus requests which 
are according to His will? Why 
not keep a prayer handkerchief in 
the money compartment of a 
purse, or wallet (but never dese- 
crate it by using it as a regular 
handkerchief). I believe it is im- 
portant to carry a prayer handker- 
chief for protection as well as to 
pray for protectior.” 

Roman Catholics carry a St, 
Christopher medal for protection. 
Followers of the Plunkets carry 
a prayer handkerchief for the 
Same reason. It is six of one and 
a half dozen of the other. The St. 
Christopher medals get money 
for the Roman Catholic Church. 
The prayer handkerchiefs’ get 
money for the Rainbow Revival 
Church. 


Incidentally, in the _ original 
packet of literature I was invited 
to obtain a special PROTECTION 
STRIP to place above my door. I 
was told, “This is something ab- 
solutely new and different from 
anything we have ever heard of 
or seen before. The Holy Ghost 
gave Bro. Plunket the idea for 
it.” The so-called PROTECTION 
STRIP had pictures of the two 
evangelists, one on each end. 


How much better to take the 
plain, simple statements of the 
Bible regarding the truth, that 


not a hair of a believer’s head can 
be harmed outside the will of 
God, that His presence and pro- 
tection are our daily portion, and 
that death comes only at our Fa- 
ther’s appointed time. Here is a 
sample to start with: 

“Who shall lay anything to the 
charge of God’s elect? It is God 
that justifieth. 

“Who is he that condemneth? 
It is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, ‘who is even 
at the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us.

“Thank you for your letter of 
February 1 with your honest in- 
quiry and your kind words. 

“You say: ‘Having followed 
with interest the correspondence 
between you and Dr. Charles Ful- 
ler concerning the writings of Dr. 
Carnell, and having read numer- 
ous other articles in THE SworpD OF 
THE LORD on the same subject, I 
was rather surprised to see on the 
back page of my latest Sworp 
(Jan. 27 issue), an advertisement 
for the Old-Fashioned Revival 
Hour. I have often listened to the 
music and the messages of the 
Old-Fashioned Revival Hour, and 
I appreciate Dr. Fuller very much. 
Is it consistent, however, to ex- 
pose him as a defender of liberal 
writers in a periodical and then 
to advertise his program? 

“Dr. Rice, I love you for the 
wonderful help you have been to 
me, but I am distrubed over this 
seeming inconsistency.’ 

“IT think I can explain my at- 
titude so that you will see it is 
not inconsistent when I say frank- 
ly that the great center of my loy- 
alty is not any man, not any group 
of men, not any denomination, but 
Christ Himself and the Bible. 

“So my attitude toward men 
and institutions will vary, depend- 
ing on whether or not they are 
loyal to the Bible and to Christ. 

‘1. The Fuller Seminary has 
gone far wrong, in my judgment, 
through the teaching of Dr. Car- 
nell, and also through the teach- 
ing of a number of other profes-

“sors there. Some of them use the 


Revised Standard Version of the 
Bible and defend it. A good many 
of them are post-tribulation rap- 
turists and tend more toward 
amillennialism, And many of them 
have the new evangelical attitude 
and rather seek the friendship of 
modernists. Of course, the, worst 
in this matter and in criticizing 
fundamentalists and in opening 
the door to unbelief is Dr. Car- 
nell. So I oppose the teaching of 
Dr. Carnell particularly, and I 
cannot recommend Fuller Theo- 
logical Seminary. I would not ac- 
cept an ad for Fuller Theological 
Seminary and I do not advise any- 
body to go there. I think they 
would be badly taught, would be 
led into error most likely. There 
are some noble, good men there, 
and I am not doubting that they 
are really saved. But I cannot en- 
dorse the doctrine and I think it is 
hurtful. 

“2. However, Dr. Charles E. 
Fuller and the Old-Fashioned Re- 
vival Hour broadcast is an en- 
tirely different matter. The Ful- 
ler Seminary and the Fuller 
broadcast both use Dr. Fuller’s 
name, but Dr. Fuller does not con- 
trol the Seminary in anywise. He 
does not set the policies. He is not 
even chairman of the board -nor 
president. He holds only the posi- 
tion of one trustee, as I recall. 
And Dr. Fuller is not a particular- 
ly well educated man*and he is 
no match for the theologians in 
the Seminary. And he himself has

told friends that he cannot lay 
down the rules in the Seminary 
without losing all his faculty 
there. So actually the Seminary 
does not represent Dr. Fuller’s 
viewpoint. 

“Dr. Fuller is premillennial. He 
believes that Jesus may come at 
any moment. He believes that the 
Bible is verbally inspired. He says 
so repeatedly. I fhink .that the 
broadcast does great good and has 
done great good through the 
years. I do not believe Dr. Fuller 
has materially changed convic- 
tions on the great fundamentals of 
the faith, and I am not against 
that broadcast. If I could do so, 
I would not stop it. 


“However, on the other hand, 
if I could keep people from at- 
tending Fuller Seminary and be- 
ing misled, I would do so. I am 
for Dr. Charles Fuller’s broad- 
cast. I am against Fuller Semi- 
nary and its teachings. I think 
that the broadcast serves God and 
does good and wins souls. I be- 
lieve Fuller Seminary leads people 
wrong. As far as I can tell, they 
are entirely different in their min- 
istries. 

“3. I do not believe 
is sometimes called secondary 
separation. That is, I separate 
from modernists but not from 
fundamentalists, those who believe 
the Bible and believe _in the blood 
atonement and earnestly try to 
please the Lord Jesus. I believe 
that Romans 14:1 bears on this 
when it says, ‘Him that is weak 
in the faith receive ye, but not to 
doubtful disputations.’ In Fuller 
Seminary they go on teaching 
heresy and spreading division and 
strife. So I cannot receive them 
even though I believe they are 
Christians. Dr. Fuller, on the oth- 
er hand, does not cause anybody 
to doubt the inspiration of the Bi- 
ble, the blood atonement, ‘and does 
not encourage people to run with 
modernists. 


“Now Dr. Fuller does wrong, 
in my judgment, to recommend 
Fuller Seminary. But I do not 
believe it proper and right to quit 
Christian fellowship with a man 
who has some other fellowship 
which is wrong, unless that be- 
comes a divisive and hurtful is- 
sue. He is not my friend, I fear, 
but I wish him and his broadcast 
well. 


“You are a director of Youth 
for Christ. Many Youth for Christ 
men have compromised and have 
sold out. You have not quit Youth 
for Christ because of this. And 
you do not quit association with 
good fundamental Christian men 
in the Youth for Christ because 
some others have done wrong. I 
do not say that you are incon- 
sistent in directing a Youth for 
Christ service, although some 
Youth for Christ men have gone 
about as far wrong as Fuller 
Seminary. 


Southern Baptist men have 
thought I was inconsistent. I love 
Dr. R. G. Lee and publish his 
sermons, although he was three 
times president of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, and some de- 
nominational institutions owned 
and controlled by Southern Bap- 
tists have modernism in them. I 
do not blame Dr. Lee for this 
modernism. I think he perhaps 
should have taken a bolder stand 
on these matters, but his own 
ministry is clear and strong for 
the inspiration of the Bible, the 
blood atonement, etc. I am not 
against Dr. Lee, though I am 
against modernism in the South-

The above heading was given to 
a letter, published in the Spring- 
field, Ohio, Sun, Thursday, Janu- 
ary 26, and the letter is worth 
reprinting here. , 


“Editor, The Sun: 


“In your January 23 editorial, 
‘The Archbishop of Ecumenicity,’ 


you discuss the Most Rev. Dr. 
Geoffrey Francis Fisher, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. You dis- 


cuss his retirement and state. ‘The 
event is of significance for all 
Christians—Anglican., Orthodox, 
Protestant, and Catholic—because 
Archbishop Fisher has established 
working relationships with al] of 
them.’ 

“Your statement is too broad 
to be correct. Dr. Fisher has not 
established working relationships 
with the General Association of 
Regular Baptist Churches, the 
American Council of Christian 
Churches, and the International 
Council of Christain Churches. I 
know because I am in full fel- 
lowship with these three organi- 
zations.

“The American Council of 
Christian Churches and the Inter- 
national Council of Christian 
Churches, fundamentalist groups, 
are not to be confused with the 
‘mainstream movements’—the Na- 
'tional Council of Churches of 
'Christ, and the World Council of 
| Churches.—Ed.” 

Again, the editor of the Spring- 
field Sun is taken in as thousands 
of others have been taken in by 
the modernistic leaders of the Na- 
tional Couneil of Churches and the 
World Council of Churches. They 
claim to represent the majority 
of Christians in America and 
abroad. That simply is not true. 
In the first place, the mass ol 
church members whose denomina- 
tional headquarters nominally co- 
operate with the National Council 
of Churches are not in favor of 
the National Council of Churches, 
and the pronouncements of these 
modernistic leaders do not repre- 
sent the common people, even in 
those denominations. The nine mil- 
lion Southern Baptist denomina- 
tion, almost equal to the whole 
Methodist Church in America, are 
not in the National Council of 
Churches and steadfastly refuse 
to join. And so do the other de- 
nominations represented in the 
American Council of. Churches. 
But in a denomination like Ameri- 
can Baptists, whose headquarters 
nominally co-operate with the Na- 
tional Council of Churches, there 
is a rebellion. Recently one of the 
largest churches in the denomina- 
tion, First Baptist, Wichita, Kan- 
sas, 4500 members, withdrew its 
membership and strietly on the 
basis that it could not and would 
not support the Nationa] Council 
of Churches and its modernism. 
More than half the members of 
the denomination certainly feel 
the same way, though they have 
not withdrawn. And enly a small 
minority, in most of the denomina- 
tions which have to do with the 
National Council of Churches, ac- 
tively support it with money or 
otherwise.

cedes the tribulation constitute 
by far the great majority of Bible 
teachers of this and other lands. 
That does not, of course, settle 
anything, nevertheless it is true. 
If we make a list of the men 
whose names stand in Bible Con- 
ference circles aS a synonym for 
Bible knowledge, we find the great 
majority believe the rapture pre- 
cedes the tribulation. These are 
called pretribulationists. 

On the other hand, there are 
godly and eminent men who be- 
lieve otherwise. They deny that a 
short period of years will inter- 
vene between the rapture and the 
visible coming of Christ to earth. 
They believe the church will be 
on the earth during the reign of 
Antichrist and will therefore see 
the false Christ before she sees 
the true Christ. They acknowledge 
that the last few years of the 
church’s sojourn on earth will see 
her baptized in the blood of her 
own martyrdom. They deny that 
the church will escape the Great 
Tribulation, but will remain in 
a world that is being deluged with 
the judgments of God, and be re- 
moved to Heaven only when the 
tribulation is over and Christ 
comes down to earth. In a word 
—the rapture takes place after, 
and not before, the tribulation. 
These are called post-tribulation- 
ists. 

Several books and articles have 
appeared in recent years vigorous- 
ly commending this latter view 
with the result that younger 
preachers who have not had time 
to become conversant with the 
whole range of biblical prophecy 
have become confused or influ- 
enced toward post-tribulation rap- 
ture. IF will keep these in mind 
in dealing with our subject. 


Tolerance Is Necessary 


There are several facts to be 
emphasized in finding the right 
answer to our question. For one 
thing, the subject should be ap- 
proached impersonally, and with 
tolerance toward those who differ. 
I want to present this message 
not in a controversial spirit but 
nevertheless so cogently and con- 
vincingly that I will commend my 
position to those in disagreement. 
I have a book before me on this 
subject written by J. J. Scruby 
against pre-tribulation rapture 
which no one holding that view 
could read without righteous 
anger as Scruby ridicules and 
maligns godly men opposed to his 
view. He calls all pre-tribulation- 
ists “false teachers,” “exegetical 
crooks,” and their teaching “‘dam- 
nable heresies.” Those who write 
in such an ill-tempered spirit are 
seldom correct in their position. 
That is why they resort to rail- 
lery instead of to reason. I per- 
sonally could never be convinced 
that the Spirit of light, who is 
also the Spirit of love, would 
give illumination to one who 
writes in such a spirit. How any- 
one could be influenced toward 
post-tribulation rapture by 
Scruby’s book is a mystery to me, 
yet he claims Oswald J. Smith as 
one of his “‘converts.” I prefer the 
attitude of Dr. R. A. Torrey, who 
on presenting pretribulation rap- 
ture said, “We shall indulge in no 
bitterness or cheap attempts at 
satire. They are entirely out of 
place in any honest search after 
the truth.” That is my own posi- 
tion. Agreement on the details of 
prophecy is not necessary to lov- 
ing fellowship with Bible-believing 
Christians. We both agree on the 
main fact that our Saviour is 
coming back to take us to Himself. 
We differ as to when that blessed 
event is to take place, 


Correct Interpretation 
Harmonizes Scripture 

If an interpretation is true it 
will harmonize with all the other 
Scriptures on that point. The 
wrong answer might get us out of 
one difficulty but would land us 
in many more. The correct answer 
will enable a preacher to stand 
with open Bible before God’s peo- 
ple and present an orderly se- 
quence of events connected with 
the Lord’s return. He will not 
be embarrassed by any, or at 
least by many other passages that 
dispute his position. On the other 
hand, a wrong interpretation on 
this major point will seriously 
affect one’s whole teaching min- 
istry. 


The Awful Torment of the Tribulation 


Some of our fine young minis- 
ters have become almost silent 
on the glorious doctrine of our 
Lord’s return because they lean 
to post-tribulationism. I seriously 
doubt if the truth would seal any 
preacher’s lips on such a vital doc- 
trine. A wrong interpretation 
might; a true. interpretation— 
never. The correct answer to our 
question will harmonize and 
reconcile Scripture with Scripture. 
It will produce clarity and con- 
viction, not confusion. 


“Day of the Lord” 
Not One Day 


A third, and even more impor- 
tant fact to note is that the time 
described in Scripture as “the end 
of the age,” “the day of the Lord,” 
“the latter day,” “the last day,” 
is not necessarily a point of time, 
or a twenty-four-hour day, but 
more frequently refers to a period 
of time embracing several events. 
This fact is absolutely basic to 
our subject. To insist, as Alexand- 
er Reese does, that “the last day” 
in Scripture “is the last day of 
this present evil age, the first 
of the age to come,” is quite con- 
trary to Scripture, is a fruitful 
source of error in interpretation, 
and is a statement very easy to 
disprove. Yet Reese lays it down 
as his major premise and builds 
upon this precarious foundation 
chapter after chapter of his book. 

If the day of the Lord, or as 
it is sometimes called, “the day 
of the Son of man,” is to be con- 
fined to one*single day, what 
shall we do with Luke 17:26 
where Jesus speaks of the end 
time as “the days of the Son of 
man’? The word “days” here is 
absolutely decisive. 


“The day of the Lord” is else- 
where called “the day of ven- 
geance of our God.” Both phrases 
refer to the same time. It is the 
time of tribulation and judgment 
with which this age will end. 
Now is this “day of vengeance” 
one single day? In Isaiah 61:1, 2 
we read, “ . the Lord hath 
anointed me to... proclaim the 
acceptable year of the Lord, and 
the day of vengeance of our God.” 
To insist that this “day of ven- 
geance” is one single day of 
twenty-four hours means that 
“the acceptable year of the Lord” 
is a calendar year. But this “year” 
has covered nineteen centuries, 
just as “the day of vengeance” 
or the “day of the Lord” covers 
the short period of years em- 
bracing the Great Tribulation and 
the coming of Christ to the earth. 
The argument from Scripture is 
conclusive. It is as clear as sun- 
light that “the day of the Lord,” 
“the coming of the Lord,” “the 
time of the end,” “the last day,” 
“the revelation of Jesus Christ,” 
and other similar phrases may 
refer to a period of time as well 
as to a point of time. 

And surely it is not difficult 
to understand that the second 
coming of Christ refers to a period 
as well as to a point of time. It 
was so at Christ's first coming. 
Was that a point of time or a 
period of years? He came to Beth- 
lehem at His birth; He came to 
Nazareth at His childhood; He 
came to Jerusalem at His boy- 
hood; He came to Jordan at His 
baptism; He came to Calvary at 
His death; He came to Olivet at 
His ascension. But this was all His 
first coming. Yet when we insist 
that there are several events in- 
cluded in His second coming, our 
opponents taunt us with preaching 
two second comings! The objection 
is invalid in the light of the first 
coming. By such illogical reason- 
ing we could prove there were six 
first comings! 


The Tribulation, a Time 

Unparalleled in History 

A clear understanding of the 
nature and purpose of the Great 
Tribulation is absolutely essential 
to our inquiry as to whether or 
not the church will escape this 
period of overwhelming judgment. 
Anyone who lightly passes over the 
Scriptures I am about to quote 
describing the tribulation is likely 
to miss the answer. Any writer 
who deliberately minimizes the 
horrors of this awful period of 
God’s wrath convicts himself of 
insincerity. Why do so many post- 
tribulation writers minimize this 
fearful period of divine judgment 
that will deluge an unbelieving 


world in the end time? Why do 
they consistently confuse it with 
the ordinary trials and tribulations 
of the Christian age? 

Our Lord plainly declared that 
the Great Tribulation would be 
utterly unparalleled in the history 
of mankind. He said it would be 
unique in character and without 
comparison for destructiveness. 
In the plainest language He could 
use, He stated that its severity 
would be such that unless God 
had mercifully shortened the per- 
iod to a few years, the entire 
human race would be extermin- 
ated. 


We cannot, therefore, as Reese 
does, pass over this world cata- 
clysm by lightly referring to it 
as “the trials and tribulations of 
the last days.” This is a belittling 
of the Great Tribulation to suit 
his purpose, but if post-tribula- 
tionists are right in their position 
they won’t have to minimize Bi- 
ble statements fo prove it. 6g: 


Look then at Some of the Scrip- 


tures describing the overwhelming 
disaster with which this age will 
end. It is imperative that we note 
what they say. I urge my readers 
ngt to pass over these passages 
carelessly. They are God’s own 
words. They are more important 
than any words I may say about 
them. 

Jeremiah says, “Alas! for that 
day is great, so that none is like 
it: it is even the time of Jacob’s 
trouble, but he shall be saved out 
of it...For I am with thee, saith 
the Lord, to save thee: though I 
make a full end of all nations 
whither I have scattered thee... 
because thy sins were increased, 
I have done these things unto thee. 
Therefore all they that devour 
thee shall be devoured; Behold the 
whirlwind of the Lord goeth forth 
with fury, a continuing whirlwind: 
it shall fall with pain upon the 
head of the wicked. The fierce 
anger of the Lord shall not return, 
until he hath done it...in the lat- 
ter days ye shall consider it’ (Jer. 
30:7, 11, 15, 16, 23, 24). 

Note that this judgment takes 
place “in the latter days,’’ not in 
one day, but in the period of 
wrath called elsewhere in Scrip- 
ture the Great Tribulation. 

Mark also that it is “the time 
of Jacob’s trouble.” Jacob is the 
Jew, and while the judgments are 
universal, they will fall with spe- 
cial intensity upon the Jews, pre- 
paring them to cry to God for 
intervention. 

Joel tells us, “Alas for the day! 
for the day of the Lord is at 
hand, and as a destruction from 
the Almighty shall it come... 
The seed is rotten under their 
clods, the garners are laid deso- 
late, the barns are broken down; 
for the corn is withered ...O 
Lord, to thee will I cry: for the 
fire hath devoured the pastures 
of the wilderness, and the flame 
hath burned all the trees of the 
field. The beasts of the field cry 
also unto thee: for the rivers of 
water are dried up, and the fire 
hath devoured the _ pastures” 
(Joel 1:15-20). 

This describes the fire of judg- 
ment—whether atomic war by 
human hands, or fire from super- 


natural sources I know not—but |: 


the effect of the fiery baptism is 
to cause the seed in the ground 
to rot, the rivers to dry up, the 


pastures to wither and burn. This E 


judgment that causes the beasts 
to groan with thirst does not take 
place in one day. This day of the 


Lord is clearly a period of judg- 


ment, not one single day. 


Most of World Population to 
Be Killed in Tribulation Time 
In a remarkable passage in 
Isaiah 24:1-6 we read, “Behold, the 
Lord maketh the earth empty, 
and maketh it waste, and turneth 
it upside down, and _ scattereth 
abroad the inhabitants thereof... 
The land shall be utterly emptied, 
and utterly spoiled: for the Lord 
hath spoken this word. The earth 
mourneth and fadeth away, the 
world languisheth and _  fadeth 
away, the haughty people of the 
earth do languish. The earth also 
is defiled under the inhabitants 
thereof; because they have trans- 
gressed the laws, changed the or- 
dinance, broken the everlasting 
covenant. Therefore hath the curse 
devoured the earth, and they that 
dwell therein are desolate: there- 
fore the inhabitants of the earth 
are burned, and few men left.” 
The words, “few men left,” exact- 
ly correspond with the words of 
Christ that unless God had short- 


ened the time of the tribulation 
“there should be no flesh saved.” 

This is the same fiery judgment 
described above by Jeremiah. It is 
just what atomic warfare would 
do—seatter the inhabitants of the 
earth into hiding places in holes 
of the ground, defile the soil so 
that nothing could grow, make 
the world empty of buildings and 
houses, and burn men to death. 
If this judgment is atomic war, 
then it has happened on a small 
scale already to two cities; before 
long it may befall the whole earth. 
Such is the Great Tribulation. I 
have not yet said whether the 
church will be raptured befare 
this holocaust, but he would be 
a strange being among us who 
would not at least hope the church 
might escape it. 

Micah declares that God “will 
execute vengeance in anger and 
fury upon the heathen, such as 
they have not heard.” He says 
further concerning Israel, “Ac- 
cording to the days of thy coming 
out of the land of Egypt will I 
show unto him marvellous things. 
The nations shall see and be con- 
founded at all their might: they 
shall lay their hand upon their 
mouth, their ears shall be deaf. 
They shall lick the dust like a 


a 


serpent, they shall move out of 
their holes like worms of the 
earth: they shall be afraid of the 
Lorg our God” (Micah 5:15; 7:15- 
17). 

Here is a crystal-clear state- 
ment that God will repeat the 
plagues of Egypt in the coming 
tribulation. This corroborates the 
book of Revelation and proves be- 
yond dispute that the plagues of 
Revelation are literal plagues. See 
how far afield they are from the 
truth who refuse to take these 
plagues literally. 

We have in Jeremiah 25:15-31 
corroboration also of the wars 
that will decimate the earth and 
$ts inhabitants during the tribula- 
tion when according to Revelation 
6:4 the red horse of war is loosed 
upon the earth. Jeremiah tells us, 
“For thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel unto me; Take the wine 
cup of this fury at my hand, and 
cause all the nations, to whom I 
send thee, to drink it. And they 
shall drink, and be moved, and 
be mad, because of the sword that 
I will send among them... and 
ALL THE KINGDOMS OF THE 
WORLD, which are upon the face 
of the earth: and the king of 
Sheshach shall drink after them

. . . For, lo, I begin to bring evil 
on the city which is called by my 
name |Jerusalem|, and should ye 
be utterly unpunished? Ye shall not 
be utterly unpunished: for I will 
call for a sword UPON ALL THE 
INHABITANTS OF THE EARTH 
. . » A noise shall come even to 
the ends of the earth; for the Lord 
hath a controversary with the 
nations.” 


Here we have stated the two- 
fold meaning of the tribulation. 
First—the final chastisement of 
Israel before her national repent- 
ance and restoration, and second 
—God’s judgment upon the Gentile 
nations for their rejection of His 
Son, 

Since God has punished Israel 
for her sins, do you think the Gen- 
tile nations that reject His Son 
and refuse His Word will escape 
judgment? Six million Jews died 
during the last World War as 
part of their judgment: six mil- 
lions’ out of fifteen millions’! 
What, then, will a corresponding 
judgment upon the Gentile nations 
involve? A spirit of war as a 
judgment from God will come 
upon all the nations of earth in 
the last days. And if any man 
perversely denies the likelihood of 
this approaching disaster I will 
appeal to history and tell him 
that the first stages of this judg- 
ment have already begun! “Com- 
ing events cast their shadows be- 
fore.” 

Have you ever heard of a man 
named Hitler who drank of this 
wine cup of fury? Do you know 
that Hitler’s once great nation 
lying dismembered today brought 
2,000,000 of mankind to the grave 
in this, our own day and genera- 
tion? 

Daniel, speaking of the end 
time, said, “And at that time. . 
there shall be a time of trouble, 
such as never was since there was 
a nation even to that same time” 
(Dan. 12:1). 

Our Lord repeats and amplifies 
Daniel’s statement when He says, 
“For then shall be great tribula- 
tion, such as was not since the 
beginning of the world to this 
time, no, nor ever shall be. And 
except those days should be 
shortened, there should no flesh 
be saved” (Matt. 24:21, 22). 

The Lord Jesus here states that 
the unexampled sorrow and an- 
guish, plagues and convulsions of 
nature, judgments from above and 
beneath, shall work such destruc- 
tion upon mankind that unless 
God in mercy shortened the time, 
the entire human race would be 
exterminated. Mark well the 
words, “no flesh saved.” The per- 
iod has been shortened to avoid 
the complete amputation of an 
entire generation such as happen- 
ed in the days of Noah. 


Satan and His Antichrist Will 
Have Their Awful Way in 
This Time of Torment 

But God’s specific commentary 
on the nature and details of the 
tribulation is the book of the 
Revelation. Note some outstanding 
facts there described. 

The Devil will be on earth, hav- 
ing great wrath, knowing that he 


has only a short time before Christ 
comes to cast him out (Rev. 
12:12). 


Antichrist will be given Satan’s 
supernatural power, and will be 
supreme on earth, having power 
over all people and nations (Rev. 
13:7). 

Every believer who does not 
worship Antichrist will be slain 
unless supernaturally preserved. 
This persecution is so intense that 
the only preaching recorded will 
be by two witnesses clothed with 
special power (Rev. 11), and by 
an angel flying in the midst of 
Heaven, preaching the Gospel in 
every language known on earth, 
and calling on men to turn to God 
(Rev. 14:6, 7). 

The earth will be rocked by 
physical convulsions, including the 
greatest earthquake in the world’s 
history (Rev. 16:18). 

The seal judgments, the trumpet 
judgments, and vial judgments 
are all called the WRATH OF 
GOD (Rev. 6:17; 11:18; 16:1). It 
is Of paramount importance to 
our subject that we note this, for, 
unbelievably, the latest contention 
of post-tribulationists is to deny 
that the Great Tribulation de- 
scribed in the Revelation is the 
wrath of God! More or this later. 

The mental and physical an- 
guish accompanying these plagues 
will be such that those who are 
still alive will pray for death and 
will not be able to die (Rev. 
9:6). 

But mark particularly what 
happens to believers on earth dur- 
ing this period of judgment. They 
are called “saints,” “the elect,” 
“my people,” but never. the 
“church.” The Bible reveals that 
these tribulation saints will be 
delivered into the hand and power 
of Antichrist, and will suffer un- 
speakably at his hands. 

“I beheld, and the same horn 


made war with the saints, and 
prevailed against them” (Dan. 
7:21). 


“And he shall speak great words 
against the most High . and 
they shall be given into his hand 
until a time and times and divid- 
ing of time” (Dan: 7:25). 

“And it was given him to make 
war with the saints, and to over- 
come them. And he had power to 

. cause that as many as would 
not worship the image of the beast 
should be killed” (Rev. 13:7, 15). 

In the light of these Scriptures 
we can be definitely certain that 
if the church is on earth during 
the tribulation, then the last few 
years of her earthly sojourn will 
see her under the power, and 
given into the hand of the merci- 
less Antichrist. Think of it! Will 
millions of Christians the whole 
world over, be given into his hands 
for martyrdom, so that the church 
of the last days will wade to 
Heaven through a river of her own 
blood? It may be so. It may be 
so, but I will say here and now 
that if it is so, then we may be 
absolutely certain that God in His 
Word will have much to say to the 
church concerning it, and in very 
clear language, preparing her for 
such a unique and universal dis- 
aster. Whether or not He does so, 
we shall see in our next chapter.

jour, Jesus Christ, who came, we 
know, to bind up the brokenheart- 
ed. 


The Dear Lord Jesus Had a 
Broken Heart, Too! 


Consider with me for a moment 
that Christ Himself had a broken 
heart. I do not wonder at that. 
Hundreds of years before Jesus 
came, Isaiah 53 foretold that He 
would be called the Man of Sor- 
rows and acquainted with grief. 
“And we hid as it were our faces 
from him... he is brought as a 
lamb to the slaughter, and as a 
sheep before her shearers is dumb, 
so he openeth not his mouth ... 
And with his stripes we are 
healed.” There is the picture of 
a brokenhearted Saviour. 

The Lord Jesus humbled Him- 
self and took on Himself the form 
of a servant and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the 
cross. He made Himself of no 
reputation. I wonder if there were 
no wrench, I wonder if there were 


no sadness when Jesus gave up 
all the glories of Heaven, and 
gave up the manifestation of 
deity, took upon Himself the form 
of a man and was born of a 
Jewish girl, entered into a life of 
poverty and reproach and trouble? 
Jesus Himself had a broken heart. 


Someone has well said _ that 
most of the things the Lord Jesus 
had were borrowed. It was a bor- 
rowed donkey He rode on into 
Jerusalem when the children said, 
“Hosanna,to the Son of David: 
Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord.” It was a bor- 
rowed upper room where they ate 
the last supper. It was a borrowed 
grave in which Jesus was buried. 
The Lord Jesus was born into 
poverty. He was accustomed to 
all the inconveniences and the sor- 
rows and the lacks which the 
poorest people in the world. had. 

I am glad that the Lord Jesus 
was made as a man, and that He 
took on Himself the form of a 
servant, that He became obedient 


to death. I can say with Hebrews, 
chapter 4, “We have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities; 
but was in all points tempted like 
as we are, yet without sin.” Jesus 
knew a broken heart. “Let us 
therefore come boldly unto the 
throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to 
help in time of need.” It is not 
surprising, then, that the dear 
Lord Jesus is such a good Saviour, 
for He can be touched by the 
feeling of our infirmities. 


We are told in Psalm 103, “He 
knoweth our frame; he remem- 
bereth that we are dust.” Yes, He 
knows it better than any of us 
know it, for He éntered the very 
depths of poverty and human sor- 
row. With human terminology we 
would say He is a human Saviour. 
Defeat? We know He was not de- 
feated. Jesus didn’t fail, but in 
some men we find failure. Jesus 
had a broken heart, a_ broken 
heart for sin, broken by our sin 
and by failure. 


We may be sure that the dear 
Lord Jesus was greatly broken 
up by the reproach that was 
heaped upon Him. In fact, Psalm 
69:20, speaking about the Lord 
Jesus, says, “Reproach hath brok- 
en my heart.” He said, “I am be- 
come a stranger unto my brethren, 
and an alien unto my mother’s 
children” (vs. 8). His own brothers 
didn’t believe on Him. The boys 
who grew up in the same carpent- 
er shop were younger than Jesus 
but of the same mother and of 
Joseph. 


The same ones who ate at the 
table and worked by His side until 
He was thirty years old—those 
Same ones didn’t believe in Him. 
He said, ‘Reproach has. broken 
My heart.’ Do you think the spit- 
tle in His face didn’t matter to 
Jesus? 

Remember when He looked sad- 
ly at the people and said, ‘Will 
you also go away?’ And Peter, 
James, and John said, ‘We don’t 
have anywhere else to go. I guess 
we would if we knew anywhere 
else to go, but we do not.’ 

Even John the Baptist doubted 
and sent word saying, ‘Please tell 
us the truth now. Are you the one 
who should come now or must 
we look for another one?’ I say, 
reproach broke the heart of Jesus. 

Then the Pharisees said, “Well, 
we know one thing. We are not 
born of fornication as are some 
people we know about.” ‘They 
sneered at Jesus who was the 
Son of a virgin; but who believed 
that? 

Well, you can see, then, that the 
dear Lord Jesus had a _ broken 
heart by reproach. ‘Reproach has 
broken My heart.’ 


Jesus Was Brokenhearted 
for Others 


Then He had such a burden. He 
was brokenhearted over sinners. 
He wept over Jerusalem. He said, 
“QO Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which 
killest the prophets, and stonest 
them that are sent unto thee; how 
often would I have gathered thy 
children together, as a hen doth 
gather her brood under her wings, 
and ye would not! Behold, your 
house is left unto you desolate” 
(Luke 13:34, 35). 

Jesus was-very sad as He with- 
drew the Shekinah Glory, the liv- 
ing presence of God, from the holy 
of holies in the Temple. 

The Lord Jesus was very sad 
as He looked on the Temple and 
declared that not one stone would 
be left on another but that all 
should be torn down. 

He was very sad when He fore- 
told the coming of marching arm- 
ies around Jerusalem which would 
come to pass in thirty or forty 
years. 

When Titus and the Roman 
generals would pound down the 
walls and burn the gates, and 
sack the city, and 1,100,000 Jews 
would be slain and the rest would 
be scattered out through all the 
world—Jesus foretold all of that 
and His heart was sad. He wept 
over Jerusalem. He had a broken 
heart for others. 

I ought to say that in some 
sense Jesus was’. brokenhearted 
about all our troubles. With every- 


body that ever wept, the Lord 
Jesus wept, too. 
We are told that we _ should 


bear one another’s burdens. We 


should weep with them that weep 


and rejoice with them that do re- 
joice. That is all right, for that 
is what the Lord Jesus did. 

The Father is a brokenhearted 


God. Oh, how His comforting heart 
goes out! 


The Scripture says, “He is nigh 
unto all them that be of a broken 
heart; and saveth such as be of a 
contrite spirit” (Ps. 34:18). 


We can well understand how 
He loved the fatherless and the 
widows and how He says, “Blessed 
are they that mourn: they shall 
be comforted. Blessed are the 
meek: for they shall inherit the 
earth. Blessed are ye, when men 
shall revile you, and persecute 
you.” God is a brokenhearted God; 
Jesus is a brokenhearted Saviour. 

Jesus came to the grave of Laz- 


arus, and then in the _ shortest 
verse in our’ English Bible 
we are told that “Jesus 


wept” (John 11). Why did Jesus 
weep, when He knew in a few 
minutes He would raise Lazarus 
from the dead? Why did Jesus 
weep when He, in a few moments, 
would tell them to loose him and 
let him go? Lazarus’s Friend will 
shake his hand, put His arms 
around him, kiss him on the cheek 
in the oriental fashion. Why did 
Jesus weep by the grave of Laz- 
arus? Jesus was not weeping just 
for Lazarus. He was weeping for 
brokenhearted Mary and Martha. 
That isn’t all—for all the neigh- 
bors and friends who gathered and 
wept. That isn’t all. He will raise 
Lazarus, but that doesn’t stop 
death. He will empty this grave, 
but all the world is full of graves. 
The world is full of people who 
say good-by to loved ones and 
wonder when they will see them 
again. Their hearts are so empty 
and hungry and oh, they feel so 
lost without their loved ones. The 
Lord Jesus wept for all the broken 
hearts in the world when He stood 
by Lazarus’s grave. Jesus is the 
Saviour of the brokenhearted. 


Some Things That Break 
Our Hearts 


Think now of some _ things 
that break our hearts. First, there 
are wants of various kinds, and. 
poverty. I do not think that 
physical wants are generally seri- 
ous now in America. With all the 
relief agencies, the labor unions, 
the pension plans, and all of the 
support that people who do not 
work get, not a great many peo- 
ple actually suffer for lack of 
food and lack of clothes. And yet 
we might" say that though we 
may not be poor, we still fret and 
have a great deal of trouble. That 
is strange. Sometimes a woman 
has wept bitter tears because she 
couldn’t have the flimsy hat she 
wanted. Or a man who already has 
a good car has just dreamed and 
schemed and tormented himself to 
buy another car worth $3,000, 
$4,000 or $5,000. Though we are 
not poor, yet there is always the 
fret of things. 

The Lord. said that the cares 
of this world and the deceitfulness 
of riches choke the Word. So it is 
that poverty brings trouble. 

And there is disease. That is 
very real. I felt it so keenly re- 
cently. Here is one family and the 
husband is in a mental institution 
with a nervous breakdown. I hope 
that he will be completely re- 
stored. But think of the want and 
the fret and the worry and the 
trouble of a wife and children 
without support. Disease is ter- 
rible, 

I think about a family where 
the boy had a brain tumor, a 
bright fellow. They had to take 
out a patch of skull for the rapidly 
enlarging brain. They tried various 
kinds of diet; they tried surgery, 
and different kinds of vitamins 
and chemical matters, but there 
wasn’t any way. At long last they 
said good-by and the boy was dead 
after they had done all they could 
do. 

A letter came the other day 
from a woman who had cancer. 
She said, “You pray. I know God 
answers prayer. The doctors say 
there is no hope for me. Will 
you pray for me?” Well, I did 
pray for her. 

In this life there is no way to 
miss all the sorrows, no way to 
miss going by graveyards, no way 
to miss poverty and lack of friends 
and all the things that break the 


heart. So there are burdens of 
heart. God loves brokenhearted 
people, and Jesus was sent to 


bind up the broken hearts. 


But Sin Brings the Most 
Trouble of All 
3ut all the trouble that comes 
to man cannot be compared to 
the trouble of sin. If Adam had 


never done wrong, he would haw 
laughed if he had run a thom 
into his hand. He would have 
pulled it out, put some Mercure 
chrome on it or something els®, 
then he would not have frette® 
a moment about it. If Adam in the 
Garden of Eden had never done 
wrong, there would never have 
been one shadow, not a fret, not 
a barrier between him and God, 
If when chopping wood he had 
cut into his foot with the axe,

The pun- 
ishment of God! I don’t wonder 
that David cried in Psalm 51, “My 
sin. is ever before me.” We ought 
to be grieved by chastisement. 
The Scripture says, “No chasten- 
ing for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous: nevertheless 
afterward it yieldeth the peace-

men professing to be Christians

It takes more courage than a 
great many of you have got. Many

In Romans 10:9 and 10 we read: 
“That if thou shalt CONFESS 
WITH THY MOUTH the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised “Him 
from the. dead, thou shalt be 
saved. For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and 
WITH THE MOUTH CONFES- 
SION IS MADE UNTO SALVA- 

TION.” 
People say to me in some places 
where we go, “I don’t believe in

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this standing up and confessing.” 
I don’t care what you believe; the 
question is, “What does God say?” 
And God says, “With the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation.” 
There are a great many people 
who will tell you if a man or 
woman believe in Christ, in the 
secrecy of their own hearts they 
need never say anything about it, 
for God sees the heart. He does 
see your heart, and if you do not 
confess Christ, He sees you have 
not got any real faith, 


You. ask, “Is not a.man saved by 
faith?” Yées*But by real faith, 
and real faith always leads to 
mouth confession. We read in the 
very next verse of this chapter, 
Romans 10:11: “Whosoever  be- 
lieveth on him shall not be 
ashamed.” If you are ashamed to 
confess Him, you do not believe on 
Him. A faith that does not lead 
to confession will never lead to 
Heaven. There will be no sneaks 
and cowards in Heaven. Jesus 
Christ says in Mark 8:38; “Who- 
soever therefore shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words... of him 
also shall the Son of man be 
ashamed, when he cometh in the 
glory of his Father with the holy 
angels.” 


5. Every Man and Woman 
Should Confess Christ for 
Common Decency’s Sake 
and Self-Respect’s Sake 
When you and I stop to think 
what Christ has done for us; how 
He left Heaven with all its glory 
and came down to earth with all 
its shame; how He was scourged 
and crowned with thorns; how He 


bore shame and reproach; how He 
Was spat upon and buffeted and 
nailed to the cross for you and 
me, surely decency and honoi 
compel us to confess Him as Sav- 
iour, When we remember how, al- 
though He was rich, yet for our 
sakes He became poor, that we 
through His poverty might be- 
come rich: how, though being in 
the form of God, He thought it not 


grasped to be equal 
but hunmgbled Himself and 
upon Himself the form of a

took 


servant. and was obedient even 
unto death, yea, the death of the 
cross, love constrains us. When 


we remember how He was wound- 


ei for our transgressions and 
bruised for our iniquities-—if, men 
and women, knowing that, you 
will not confess Jesus Christ be- 
cause of the fear of man, or fear 
of loss in business, or fear of 
oss of caste in society, then you 
are a coward, a poltroon, an in- 
grate of the basest and blackest 
kind. You cannot get around it: 
you know it is God’s truth. I 
cannot see how any intelligent 
man or woman can bear in mind 
what Jesus has done for them 
then not confess Him, and still 
retain their’ self-respect. 

We have some. things we are 
proud of in America, and some 
things we are ashamed of. One of 
the things we are proud of in 
America is this: all boys and girls 
in America can get a university 
education. The son the farmer 
and the day labourer and the 
washerwoman can get a universi- 
ty education as well as the child 
of the millionaire. Any boy or girl! 
who is worth educating can go 
through all degrees of learning 
in America. 

Since I have been in Chicago, 
the grandson of a man who used 
to work for us at home as our 
gardener when I was a boy, has 
been thé mayor of the city of 
Chicago; and the son of a woman 
who used to do the cooking in 
our kitchen has occupied another 
high position in the city. I re- 
joice in it; it is one of the things 
that make me glad to be an 
American. 

In North Carolina, one of the 
poorer states—poor financially, 
but rich in men—there was a 
farmer who had a bright bpy. 
He had a poor farm, but he said, 
“My boy is going to get just as 
good an opportunity as a mil- 
lionaire’s son.” That poor farmer 


worked and scraped until he was 
able to send that boy to the state 
university. The boy did well, and 
his. letters home delighted the 
heart of his father and mother. 
They felt well paid for all their 
sacrifice. 

But after awhile the father’s 
heart grew lonely, and he said to 
his wife, “Mother, I cannot stand 
it any longer; I just must see-the 
boy.” It was a long way from the 
farm to the university, but he 
loaded his wagon and started on 


his long drive. As he drew near 
to the town he said to himself, 
“Well, won't the boy be surprised! 
He doesn’t know I'm coming. 
Won't he be delighted to see his 
old father?” 


He whipped up the old team 
and hurried on, and entered the 
town. He was driving up the hill 
to the college, and as he went, 
whom should he see coming down 
but his boy with some gay col- 
lege companions. The old man 
was driving slowly, for it was up- 
hill, but when he saw the boy 
he jumped out and rushed up to 
him and said, “Oh, my boy, my 
son!” 

The son was ashamed of his 
poor old father, and he straight- 
ened himself up and said, “There 
must be some mistake, sir; you 
are not my father. I don’t know 
you.” 

I am told—lI don’t know 
be positively true—but I am told 
that father turned around with a 
broken heart and went home to 
die. I can well believe it. It would 
break my heart for my boy to 
treat me that way. 

Men and women, what do you 
say to a boy like that? I say he 
ought to be horsewhipped. I say 
he was an infamous ingrate. But 
I want to say that he was not 
so infamously ungrateful as you 
men and women in this hall to- 
night Who know that Jesus Christ 
poured out His life unto death 
on the cross of Calvary, and who 
are so mean and contemptible 
and cowardly that you won't 
stand up and confess Him.

going to tell you another story 
—and thank God it is true—of 
our homeland. A poor woman in 
one of our towns, who had to 
work for her living, for she was 
a widow—she took in washing, 
I think—had a boy, and he was 
a bright boy and proved a bright 
man. I think some of you have 
heard him. She sent her boy to 
school. He went through the 
schools, did well, came out at the 
very top of his class, and was 
valedictorian of his class, the 
highest position, and took a gold 
medal for special excellence in 
study. The day he was to gradu- 
ate he said to his mother, “You 
know, I graduate today, Mother.” 


“Yes, I know.” 

“Well, get ready. It is time to 
get off to the church’’—where the 
graduating exercises were te be 
held. 

‘Oh, my boy, I cannot go up 
there,” she said, “I haven’t any- 
thing fit to wear. Why, all the 
finest people in the town will be 
there. You would be ashamed of 
me if I went.” 

“Ashamed of you, Mother? Nev- 
er! I owe all I have in the world 
to you. What is more, Mother, I 
cannot graduate unless you do go;

around her and made it look as 
good as possible. He put on her 
plain old bonnet, and took her on 
his arm, and walked down the 
main street with the plain old 
mother on his arm to the church.

When the time came, he went 
up to deliver his valedictory ad- 
dress and to receive. the gold 
medal amid the applause of his 
companions.
